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Auto Makers Make Major 
Changes in '69 Warranty

If you're in the market for 

for a 1969 rar you should 
bear in mind that auto 
makers have changed the r 
warranty policies for the new 
models. Here are some 
points to remember

The manufacturer's war­ 
ranty now read? that the en­ 
tire car. except the tires, 
should be free of defective 
parts or workmanship for 12 
months or 12.000 miles, 
which ever occurs first. The 
change here is that auto 
makers used to allow 24 
months or 24.000 miles on 
1968 warranties.

The warranty on the 
power tram of the cars re­ 
mains the same   five years 
or 50.000 miles. The pow-er 
train takes in the car's vital 
parts .<uch as the engine, 
transmission. differential. 
rear axle and wheels

IF A 1969 model is pur­ 
chased as a used car you're 
entitled to what remains of 
both warranties, but you 
must pay a S25 transfer fee 
and be willing to pay the 
tint S25 of any repairs un-

der the warranty It you're 
the third buyer of a 1969 
model the transfer does noi 
apply.

There are about half a 
million unsold 1968 models 
in dealer showrooms. There­ 
fore, if you prefer longer 
warranty protection you can 
pet it by purchasing one of 
these models because the 
warranty does not affect 
1968 cars In any event all 
warranties require routine 
servicing at regular intervals 
to be kept in effect. This in­ 
cludes lubrication and oil 
changes
